COAST DEFENSES 


Will be Strcng-thened by Addi- 


tional Guns. 


The Department Will Procure 


Many Rapid-Fire Guns, 


And Station Them Where Most 


Neeued.

WASniN(iTON, March 
11.—Secre- 
tary Alger has authorized General 
Flagler, the chief of ordnance,? to 
make arrangements at once for pro- 
curing a large number of rapid fire 
gnns for sea coast; defenses. 
This 
action is taken without waiting for 
the allottment among the various 
bureaus of the war and navy de- 
partments of the $50,000,000 voted 
for tlie national defense. 
The sec- 
retary felt that there was no reason 
for further delaying the necessary 
steps for the procurement of these 
guns, as it was felt there would be 
no trouble in arriving at an equit- 
able adjustment of the money avail- 
able. 
Ever since the 
battleship 
Maine was wrecked 
in 
Havana 
harbor the ordnance 
department 
has been hastening the delivery of 
guns already finished and making 
arrangements for the supplj»- 
of 
sixch a number of additional ones as 
the officials felt warranted in order- 
ing without the additional funds 
which have 
since 
been 
put 
at 
their disposal. The ordnance bureau 
will 
take 
all 
these 
rapid 
lire 
guns that can be procured within a 
reasonable time and they will be 
shipped to the sea coast fortifica- 
tions as rapidly as possible. 
They 
constitute what is known as the 
auxiliary defense for the fortifica- 
tions and are a material assistance 
to the big guns, which necessarily 
are slower of movement and firing. 
They also would be of 
invaluable 
assistance in keeping the 
enemy's 
ships from the vicinity of submarine 
mines and other obscured works of 
defense by maintaing a constant 
fire over such places. 
Contracts for 
the deliver}'- of carriages for these 
rapid fire guns have also been au- 
thorized and will be shipped to the 
fortifications as soon as completed. 
These carriages can be made and 
delivered much quicker than 
the 
guns, 
so 
that 
expedition in the 
Tnanufacture of the latter ia what 
the 
oHicials 
of 
the 
ordnance 
bureaus are urging. 
Quite a num- 
ber of establishments throughout 
the United States have responded 
to the department's inquiries as to 
whether they can assist in making 
these guas. 
They include the army 
gun factory, the Bethelhelm Iron 
works, the Driggs Ordnance com- 
pany and the American Ordnance 
company. 
The guns are mounted 
without much trouble so that haste 
in their manufacture is the essential 
in the i)resent crisis. 
It is now 
admitted 
by the 
ordnance offi- 
cials that 
directions 
have been 
given 
to 
the 
various 
arsenals 
and 
armories 
controlled 
by 
the 
government to increase the 
working force the fullest practicable 
extent with a view to hurrying the 
completion of 
existing projects. 
Likewise, all firms having contracts 
to supi>ly the government with ord- 
nance have been requested to work 
their men night and day in order to 
finish the work in hand and to ar- 
range their business with a view to 
increased orders. 
As to small arms 
and 
ammunition orders have been 
already 
placed with 
the 
Union 
Metallic 
Cartridge comjiany, 
of 
Bridgeport, 
Conn., 
and 
the 
Winchester Arms company, of New 
York. 
The negotiations for the 
supply of large numbers of small 
arms, army equipments and accou- 
trements are now in progress. 
The 
bureau officials have not yet indi- 
cated the exact number which will 
be ordered but that the aggregate 
will be large is shown by the fact 
that manufacturers have been given 
the cue to make all they can. 
Fort 
McHenry, Baltimore harbor, will be 
selected as the headquarters of one 
of the new regiments of artillery in- 
stead of Fort Wads worth, N. Y., as 
was 
originally 
proposed. 
This 
change, it is said, is due to repre- 
sentations that have been raada to 
the secretary of war 
that 
both 
of 
the 
new 
regiments 
should 
not 
be 
located 
in 
New 
New York but one should go fur- 
ther south. 
The selection of Fort 
Slocum as the headquarters of one 
of the regiments will not be altered. 
General Greely, chief signal officer, 
has been given authority by the 


secretary of war to proceed without 
regard to ordinary restrictions in 
establishing rapid tefegraphic con- 
nections between the seacoast forti- 
fications. 
it will not be necessary, 
therefore, 
to 
invite 
proposals 
for furnishing supplies and 
to 
follow the 
ordinary 
and 
slow 
methods of i)rocuring the telegraphic 
material and doing the work. 
This 
rather extraordinary authorization 
was conferred upon General Greely 
after a fo'-cible presentation by him 
to tha secretary of war of the press- 
ing demand for modern means of 
communications between the forts. 
He showed that even in New York 


harbor where the war department 
has devoted its best energies to the 
perfection of the fortifications, it re- 
quires three quarters of an hour to 
pass a message from one battery to 
another. Fort McHenry, Baltimore, 
is worse oflf, while strange as it may 
seem the only method of communi- 
cating between the national capital 
and its most important 
defensive 
works. Fort Woshington, on the Po- 
tomac, is by means of a messenger. 
Lieutenant Stone, representative of 
the Carnegie Steel company, was at 
the navy department in conference 
with ofiicials respecting the naval 
work 
in 
progress. 
The 
officers 
of the navigation bureau were very 
busy translating cipher messages 
today. 
It was said that all ot these 
had come in over night and pre- 
sumably they related to the pur- 
chase of ships abroad. 


Before leaving for the cabinet 
meeting Secretary Long said that he

The 
secretary spent a good deal of time

Bradenord, chief of the bureau of 
equipment, concerning the supplies 
of coal to the vessels now cruis- 
ing to the south of Cuba. 
A tele- 
gram received by Captain 
Lemly 
from Charleston announcing 
the 
sailing from that port yesterday of 
the big derrick Chief in tow of the 
tug Underwriter. 
She is bound for 
Havana to assist in the wrecking of 
the Maine. 


The two gun boat^, Wilmington 
and Annapolis, reported to the navy 
department over night, from 
the 
uarribean sea. 
The former sailed 
from St. Lucia for Barbadoes and 
the latter from La Guayra for Cur- 
aco. 
The torpedo flotilla at 
Key 
West will soon be reinforced by two 
fine boats which have been under 
repairs. 
The Winslow sailed this 
morning from Charleston to Key 
West and the Foote from Norfolk 
for the same port. The commahdant 
of the Mare Island navy yard re- 
ported that the cruiser Mohican had 
sailed today with her cargo of am- 
munition which she will tranship at 
Honolulu to tho Baltimore for the 
Asiatic squadron. 


The naval officers who are en- 
deavoring to effect the purchase of 
shii)s abroad have encountered an 
obstacle that promises to give some 
trouble. 
Tliis is found in the differ- 
ence between the calibres of the 
guns mounted on foreign built ships 
and the United States navy stand- 
ards. 
Not 
only 
do 
these 
guns 
differ 
in 
calibre 
from 
our 
own 
in 
most 
cases, 
but 
as they are almost all designed 
for the use of smokeless powder 
their constitution chainbers are too 
small to use the ordinary 
brown 
powder with which the 
American 
navy is still supplied. This obstacle 
is serious, but not 
insurmountable. 
It will require the procurement in 
Europe of a large quantity of am- 
munition in special sizes for these 
ships, as it would require a good 
deal of time for our domestic am- 
munition makers to change 
their 
plants and make the required sizes.

A sugar beet factory in 
Fort 
Wayne is a certainity. 


This morning ten prominent Fort 
Wayne citizens signed an agreement 
with Edward Kanaley, of Rome, N. 
Y., which assures the building of a 
factory within eighteen months and 
Judge Evans, Mr. Kaneley's attor- 
ney is expected here this afternoon 
to close up the deal. 


The Fort Wayne gentlemen who 
have entered into an agreement to 
form a local company are C, S, 
Bash, J. W. White, Charles McCnl- 
loch, Frank Alderman, Thomas E. 
Ellison, Chas. R. I^nne, H. C. Rock- 
hill, J. F. W. Meyer, Alexander 
Johnson and one other gentleman 
whose name was not announced. 
Mr, Kanaley agrees to put in a fac- 
tory which will consume 350 tons of 
sugar beets every twenty-four hours 
and will cost nearly $350,000. 


It will be erected early next year 
and be ready for the beet crop of 
1899, 
The Fort Wayne gentlemen 
will be the directors and must oper- 
ate the factory» and they have prac- 
tically pledged themselves to make 
it a paying institution the first year. 


To a SENTINEL reporter Mr. Kana- 
ley said that he believed within 
five years the sugar beet would be 
the principal product^of the farmers 
of northern Indiana.

this section convinced him that here 
was one of the places where a sugar 
beet factory should be in operation, 
besides he was favorably impressed 
with the enterprise shown by Fort 
Wayne citizens and the shipjjing 
facilities are the best. 


Alexander Johnson when asked 
what would be done with this sea- 
son's product of sugar beet said that 
it would be fed to stock, as it was 
the best possible feed for them. 
The recent test of the state farm 
dairy indicates that Mr. Johnson did 
not err in feeding the beet to his 
cattle.

"When a Nation's 
Life s at Hazzard 


We've no time to think of men," wrote the 
colonial poet. 
But we're thinking of men, 
and men only, now and all the time. 
Our 


IT IS is interesting to notice that a 
Spanish newspaper of prominence, 
El Nacional, favors the sale of Cuba 
to the United States 
government. 
That sohition of the Cuban question 
has often been discusssed in this 
country 
and in 
high 
quarters. 
Heretofore it has been scouted in 
Spain as an affront to the 
national 
dignity and lionor. 
That such a 
proposition should be opeuly advo- 
cated by a public organ in Spain is 
deeply significant. 
It indicates a 
desire to save something from an in- 
evitable wreck. 
The situation re- 
calls a historical parallel. 
During 
the anti-slavery agitation in this 
country it was proposed by some 
of the northern opponents of the 
"peculiar institution'" that the na- 
tion should settle the question by 
purchasing the slaves. 
The radi- 
cal abolitionists objected ; it seemed 
to them to be a recognition of the 
right to ownership in human flesh. 
Other citizens were staggered by 
the magnitude of the sum involved. 
Those who recommended the plan 
and said that no amount was too 
large to end slavery 
peacefully, 
might declare if living today that 
the adoption of their proposal would 
have cost much less in money and 
blood than the heroic • treatment 
which finally became compulsory. 


HowKVEfi it may be looked at, 
the present situation is a vindica- 
tion of the jingoes. 
More than a 
year ago they insisted in congress 
that it was the duty of the 
United 
States to recognize the belligerency 
of the Cubans, while many of them 
thought recognition of independence 
should be accorded and others going 
so far as to demand 
intervention. 
It was then pointed out clearly that 
after two years of effort Spain had 
failed utterly in dealing wnth the 
uprising, was farther from success 
than when she iirst began measures 
of .su])pression and that the con- 
duct of the war was not a military 
procedure 
against 
armed 
insur- 
gents, 
but a cruel and merciless 
plan 
of 
extermination 
enforced 
by Weyler's deadly scheme of "con- 
centration" "—that is driving all un- 
armed Cubans into the towns and 
cities, there to die of i)estilence or 
perish from starvation. 
Tliere has 
been no change of Spain's policy to- 
ward Cu])a or of conditions in 
the 
island. 
Three hundred 
thousand 
helpless people have perished in 
Cuba within the last fifteen months ; 
have been wiped 
wholesale 
and 
ruthlessly out of existence since the 
jingoes in.sisted 
that 
something 
should be done by the United States 
to put a stop to the awful barbar- 
ities being per])etrated within sight 
of her shores. 
Public 
sentiment, 
congress and the 
administration 
have finally overtaken the maddest 
of the mad jingoes.

"It is an infamous sngge.stion, " 
he continued, "and it would .'^eem 
as if it could emanate from a bitter 
enemy of the faith, for it is directly 
opposed in every way to the siiirit 
and teachings of Catholicism. " 


His attention was also called to a i 
suggestion which has been the sub- i 
ject of some di.scu.ssion, to the eftect | 
that the pope's -sympathies in the! 
{irevailing controversy v.-ith Spain 
were strongly enlisted on the side ot" 
that nation—because of its religious 
atlliations. 


"In so lar as impl^'ing that the 
pope will use his otlices to aid Spain 
as 
against 
this 
country, 
the 
suggestion 
is 
as 
infamous 
as 
the 
other

mentioned. 
Whatever actiim he may take in 
this matter will be with the single 
idea of averting, if po.ssible, war be- 
tween the two Christian 
nations. 
He looks on the possibility of a war 
between this country and 
Spain 
with horror, and as the vicegerent 
of God considers it his bounden 
duty to help bring about an adjust- 
ment of the ])ending difficulties be- 
tween the two nations.

IT is is interesting to notice that a 


Spanish newspaper of prominence, 
Kl Xacional, favors the .sale of Cuba 
to the I'nited States government. 
That solution of the Cuban question 
has often been tliscusssetl in this 
country 
and in high quarters. 


Heretofore it has been scouted in 
Spain as an affront to the national 
dignity and honor. That such a 
proposition should be opeulv advo- 
cated by a public organ in Spain is 
deeply significant. 
It indicates a 


desire to save something from an in- 
evitable wreck. The situation re- 
calls a historical parallel. 
During 


the anti-slavery agitation in this 
country it was proposed by some 
of the northern opponents of the 
"peculiar institution" that the na- 
tion should settle tlw question by 
purchasing the slaves. 
The radi- 


cal abolitionists objected; it seemed 
to them to be a recognition of the 
right to ownership in human flesh. 
Other citizens were staggered by 
the magnitude of the sum involved. 
Those who recommended the plan 
and said that no amount was too 
large to end slavery peacefully, 
might declare if living today that 
the adoption of their proposal would 
have cost much less in money and 
blood than the heroic treatment 
which finally became compulsory. 


HOWEVER it may be looked at, 


the present situation is a vindica- 
tion of the jingoes. More than a 
year ago they insisted in congress 
that it was the duty of the United 
States to recognize the belligerency 
of the Cubans, while many of them 
thought recognition of independence 
should be accorded and others going 
so far as to demand intervention. 
It was then pointed out clearly that 
after two years of effort Spain had 
failed utterly in dealing with the 
uprising, was farther from success 
than when she first began measures 
of suppression and that the con- 
duct of the war was not a military 
procedure against 
armed insur- 


gents, but a cruel and merciless 
plan of extermination 
enforced 


by Weyler's deadly scheme of '-con- 
centration"— that is driving all un- 
armed Unbans into the towns and 
cities, there to die of pestilence or 
perish from starvation. 
There has 


been no change of Spain's policy to- 
ward Cuba or of conditions in the 
island. 
Three hundred thousand 


helpless paople have perished in 
Cuba within the last fifteen months ; 
have been wiped wholesale and 
ruthlessly ont of existence since tho 
jingoes insisted that 
something 


should be done by the United States 
to pnt a stop to the awful barbar- 
ities being perpetrated within sight 
of her shores. Public sentiment, 
congress and tho 
administration 


have finally overtaken the maddest 
of the mad jingoes. 


The LowMt Not* T«rt Struck. 


The New York Evening Post, one 


of the most uncompromising of all 
the gold standard organs and one of 
the most 
severely 
conservative 


newspapers in the United States, 
said editorially last night: 


"The Chicago Times Herald, to 


our amazement, has struck the low- 
est note that has been sounded by 
any newspaper touching the ques- 
tion of a war with Spain. This is 
the open declaration that a war may 
be necessary to carry the election 
next fall for the republican party. 
'Between war and free silver,'it 
adds, 'the Times-Herald is for war.' 
This sentiment and its utterance hy 
an ordinarily pane newspaper opens 
a vista of horrors without end, for 
if war is discovered to be a means to 
keep a political party in power, and 
if a resort to it is justified by its 
frptitnda for the purpose, 
shall 


we ever 
be without 
a, war? 


'Free silver,' forsooth. There is 
more than one way of landing the 
country on a silver basis. One is to 
go to war and add enormously to 
the iiublic expense, opening the door 
to new issues of greenbacks, or 
what not.
